try.

Bnrton is now financially: "A majority 
of tbe stock of the Aurora iron mine, 
located on tbe Gogobic range, will to-day 
bo transferred to a syndicate of Cleveland 
capitalists, represented by Mr. .Rocke- 
feller, of tue Standard Oil company. Tho 
mine is stocks 3 at 40,000 shares, about 
20,000 of which are owned by John E. 
Barton, and it is Mr. Burun's interest 
that will be sold. The annual meeting 
of the Auroju Mining company will b 
held in this city at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and the transfer oC tho stock will 
occur at that time. Tho sale was nego- 
tiated through toe individual efforts of 
Capt, N. D. Moore, who is interested to 
some extent in tbe mine. Tho half-interest 
of Mr. Burton is worth, at tho present 
value of the stoolc, SGOO.OOO, and that i? 
the price that the interest is said to have 
brought, although Mr. burton, when eeio 
last evening, would not state the price 
agreed upon. The par valnoof the 10,000 
shares of stock is 51,000,000, or £25 a 
share, and it is now worth j?30. A little 
more than a year ago the stock could 
h»vo been purchased for ?2 B share, and 
tUe increase in its value is entiroly the 
result of the magnificent prospect for 
ore whioh the mine has developed." Bu 
this does not represent all ot Mr. Bur- 
ton's wealth. In the past year he has 
made nearly a million dollars out of the 
mine.

George B. Lonng, formerly commis- 
sioner ot agriculture,.read n paper before 
the Boston Merchants' club on sugar, in 
which he s'ated that this country im- 
ported 1.U3.500 tons ot sugar ia 188-1, of 
wbioh 1C percent came from Cuba and 
Porto Kico, 15 per cent from other West 
Indian iflands,12.(iO per o«nt from Brazil; 
G 52 per cent of beet root sugar aid 
8.44 


per cent from tbe Pmllipiue islands, 
besides small amounts from the East 
Indies and Harcaii. The American pro- 
duction is declining rather than increas- 
ing, and hardly supplies ona tenth of tbe 
angar used by this country. In the same 
paper Dr. Loring advocated tho removal 
ot tLo duty on BDRur, and protecting 
American sugar growers by a system of 
bounties for tho best quality ot sugar 
manufactured from American cane. 


If the democrats in congress want to 


be entirely consistent they should vote 
for tree sugar for two special reasons; 
first, because it would 3ecreaEe tbe reve- 
nue about fifty millions annually, and in 
theee times of great treasury eurplussea 
that is an item of importance; and second 
because it would satisfy public sentiment 
as to free sugar and ut the same time not 
break down an industry that is of nation- 
al importance. But there ia little hope 
that congress will have the courage to 
open a war for free sugar. Tbo southem 
domo:rats will oppose it, and the north- 
ern democrats will b« whipped into line 
for tbe benefit of their southern brothers, 
and tha republicans ivill hardly know 
what to do. Jdo between one tbiog and 
another, the duty on sugar will not be 
disturbed, except possibly, by agitation.
